The invention relates to the problem of finding an electric 
distribution box hidden behind the surface of a wall. The 
cited documents Dl and D3 represent the general state of the 
art. Document D2 show that a magnetic material such as iron 
powder is dusted on the surface of a snowboard to react with 
a magnet inside the board. However, it is not considered 
obvious to a person skilled in the art to look into the 
field of sporting equipment to find a solution according to 
the invention. 

The invention defined in claims 1-4 is not disclosed by any 
of these documents. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed device for 
junction box. Therefore, the claimed invention is not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-4 is novel 
and is considered to involve an inventive step. The 
invention is industrially applicable. 
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
